authorities are gravely von- 
cerned over the dynamite explosion 
in the Capitol last night, followed so 
closely by the attempt on the life of 
J. P. Morgan, by Frank Holt, who has 
confessed to the New York police that 
he committed both crimes. 
Government officials see in these 
attempts at destruction and murder 
the beginning of a series of similar 
events by fanatics, calculated to ter- 
rorize the American government and 
individuals. For some time threat- 
ening letters have been received by 


President Wilson and other officials, | 


based upon the foreign policies of the 
administration. Little hag been said 
about these threats. An unusual num- 
ber of dangerous cranks have been 
captured in and around the White 
House. These have been quietly trans- 
ferred to the Government Asylum 
for the Insane and but little said 
about the affairs. 

Redoubled precautions have been 
taken to prevent any attack upon the 
President and the White House has 
been guarded by an active detail of 
Police, At the Capitol precautions 
also have been taken. The authori- 
ties believe that the minds of a great 
many persons have been affected by 
the y of the war in Europe. 
The condition of these unfortunates 
has been aggravated by the hot 
weather and they are liable to com- 
mit any crime their disordered fancy 
Suggests in order that they may pose 
as martyrs to the “cause of peace.” 

Therefore it has been deemed nec- 
essary to adopt rigid measures for the 
defense of public officials and public 
buildings which are certain to be more 
effective in the futvre. It is hardly 
necessary to say that even if a seri- 
ous outrage were to be successful, it 
would have no influence whatever 
upon the policy of the government, 
particu y with reference to the sale 
of munitions of war to the allies. Even 
former Secretary Bryan has been forced 
to admit that an embargo on munitions 
would make the United States guilty 
of unneutral service. -

AN JOSE, July 3.—After he had 
S been shot through the arm by @ 
highwayman, who fired two shots 
at him at a range of less than twelve 
feet, Rocan P. Brun, foreman in the 
Stoll motorcycle accessories factory 
at Denver, tonight flagged the south- 
bound Southern Pacific fast train, the

GLENCOVE (N. Y.) July 3.—Frank 
Holt, aged 35, describing himself as 
the son of a Methodist minister in 
Dallas, Tex., today made an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to assassinate J. P. 
Morgan, head of the banking house of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. 

Mr. Morgan was shot twice at his 


| country (home near here by Holt, a 


native American, a former student 
and instructor at Cornell University, 
who was to have become the head of 
the department of French in the 
Southern Methodist University at 
Dallas, Tex., next fall. 

Mr. Morgan was said by specialists 
at his. bedside to be resting well to- 
night. No vital organ, the physicians 
announced, had been involved in his 
injury. The physicians, however, de- 
clined to state the exact location of 
Mr. Morgan's wounds. Junius Spencer 
Morgan, eldest son of the financier, 
was asked to state the exact nature of 
the wound. After conferring with the 
physicians, young Mr. Morgan assert- 
ed that the doctors had decided to 
add nothing to their previous bulle- 
tins. It is believed, however, that both 
bullets fired at Mr. Morgan had pene- 
trated his hip and that neither had 
piereed the abdomen. The first shot 
is said to have struck the right hip 
and went through in a line almost 
horizontal, deflecting slightly down- 
ward. The second shot, it is said, 
struck nearer the groin and was de- 
flected much more sharply downward. 
This shot came out of the upper leg. 

Holt was overpowered by Morgan 
and Henry Fiske, the butler in the 
Morgan household. He was jailed 
here, where he issued a statement 
saying he had intended no harm to 
Mr. Morgan, but had come to Glen- 
cove to persuade the banker to stop 
the shipment abroad of munitions of 
war.

I received a degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy from 
Corneil in 1904 but before that 
I was an instructor in French. I

His wife, a daughter of Dr. Sensa- 
beaugh, presiding elder of the Dallas 
district of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, is with her father in 
Dallas. 

Holt told his story in a cell of the 
Glencove jail. He had discarded his 
shirt and collar and had bound across 
his forehead a white cloth through 
which blood showed from a cut on his 
forehead. His grayish eyes. sparkled 
as he spoke and he talked at first with 
great animation. 

As the day wore on he weakened. 
The quantity of blood he had lost from 
a terrific blow on the head—a blow 
that knocked him unconscious as he 
grappled with Mr. Morgan and his 
butler on the floor of a hallway in 
the Morgan home was great and the 
strain told on him during the after- 


noon. 
HOLT A WRECK. . 


When night came, and with it his 
confession of the Washington outrage, 
Holt was a wreck. He huddled back 
in a corner in his cell, breathing hard 
and apparently comatose. But the de- 
tectives refused to let him rest. They 
dragged him out to the corridor, with 
a man on each side to support him, 
and walked him up and down until 
his stumbling feet dragged listlessly 
over the flooring. Then they would 
sit him down and surround him. 
They pumped questions at him sorap- 
idiy that at times his half-audible 
answers were interrupted by succeed- 
ing questions. And still he refused 
to answer what he did not wish to 
answer. 

They let him rest a few moments 
and when he refused to answer pulled 
him up and began once more the tedi- 
ous promenade the length of the cor- 
ridor, talking to him all the time.

Holt is the man who set the bomb 
that exploded in the United States 
Capitol at Washington last night.

HOLT EXPLAINS. 


“Well, you see,“ Holt answered, his 
eyes brightening, “I had experimented 
on it before. Not once you know, 
but many times. I knew just what 
] was doing and how to do it. 1 
really didn’t take any chances, for 
all my observations had been checked 
up, and I knew when the bomb would 
go off, almost to the minute. In 
fact, I waited in Washington till I 
heard it go off. Then I hurried away 
as fast as I could and caught the 
train for New York. I didn't have 
much time so I had to hurry.” . 

“How did you make the bomb?“ 
he was asked. 

“Well,” he answered, “I took three 
sticks of dynamite and bound them 
together. Then I took my knife and 
hollowed out a place in one of the 
sticks. When I had cleaned it out 
deep enough I put some match heads 
into the hole. 

“When the match heads were put 
in the hole I took a little bottle of 
sulphuric acid out of my pocket and 
put a regular cork in the neck. I 
turned the bottle upside down and 
fagtened the cork in the hole in the 
dynamite, just above the match heads. 
You see I had timed the sulphuric 
acids in my tests before, and I knew 
just how long it would take to eat 
through the cork and get to the match 
heads. When the acid reached the 
match heads it set them on fire and 
Wund the explosion. There wasn't 
any guesework about it. I knew how 
much time I had. so I hung around 
while the acid was eating its way 
through the cork. I pulled out my 
Watch and said to myself, that it 
ought to be going pretty soon. And 
eure enough, it did go pretty soon. 
Then I hurried away.”

LONDON, July 3.—The British 
government's arrangements with the 
banking firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
for financing purchases in the United 
States was again debated in the House 
of Lords Friday. Lord Grinthorpe, 
who is a banker by profession, urged 
that Canada should have the prefer- 
ence in the order for shells and added 
that “one reason why more orders are 
not going to Canada is that the big 
shadow of an interloper stands be- 
tween her and the government.” He 
continued: 
“I am not saying a word against 
the Morgans. No better firm could 
have been chosen if it were nedes- 
sary to employ American bankers to 
conduct our business in America, but 
this arrangement has been very se- 
verely criticised. Although the gov- 
ernment declares the arrangement 
productive of large savings, business 
men state that on the contrary we 
have spent millions unproductively.” 
Earl Curzon, Lord of the Privy 
Seal, replying to this speech, in- 
formed the House that he had made 
a mistake on a previous occasion 
when he said the commission of J. 
P. Morgan & Co. was 2 per cent. He 
stated that it really wag only 1 per 
cent., and continued: 
“I bee Lord Grinthorpe to be more 
eautipus before condemning in such 
strong language the arrangements 
made in America. Within the past 
forty-eight hours 1 have seen testi- 
mony of the highest authority that 
the Morgan arrangement assures us 
the highest efficiency and economy 
and has been most beneficial to both 
the government and the country.”

DESCRIBED AS 


More than Nine Thousand | Villages 
Cities have been Destroyed. 


It is Said this Unhappy Land has Suffered More thy 
Any Other Country in the War—Thousands Ugg 
Thousands are Starving and in Some Places the Peg 
are Eating the Decayed Carcasses of Horses. 


ARSAW, June 18.—The devas- 
tation of property and the suf- 
fering of millions of human 

beings in Poland is increased so stu- 
pendously from day to day that, with 
communication demoralized, it is be- 
coming increasingly difficult to gather 
anything like a comprehensive sum- 
mary of the havoc which the war is 
causing. It is evident from facts tow 
at hand that of all the regions suf- 
fering from the conflict now so wide- 
spread in Europe, Poland not only is 
the worst sufferer at present, but that 
it will require more time than any 
other country to recover from the ef- 
fects of the war. 

The case of the Belgians, which 
aroused world-wide sympathy and un- 
paralleled generosity for their assist- 
ance, is plainly not so bad as the case 
of the Polanders, which as yet has 
not been so thoroughly understood 
by the outside world and which, by 
reason of this lack of information or 
other causes, has not attracted the 
interest that was aroused by the 
plight of Belgium. 
however, the Belgians 
time in escaping the horrors of war 
by flight to England and France, but 
with the Polanders it has been a case 
of facing a gun, no matter in which 
direction its distressed might turn. In 
the case of Beigium the sweep of war 
was swift and final, while with the 
Polanders it has been, and_ still is, a 
matter of being swept in one direction 
and then the other. The area and 
population affected in Poland is also 
more than ten times that of Belgium, 
considering both the kingdom of Po- 
land in Russia, and Galicia, Austrian 
Poland, equally devastated by the 
war. 

While at least three large commit- 
tees are at work in the relief of the 
conditions in Poland, they have, un- 
like the Belgian committees, been 
handicapped by the fact that the war 
has been waged actively there ever 
since the European conflict began, 
and that it is even more fierce today. 
In attempting a summary of the 
situation, 
been given access to some of the re- 
ports made by the Central Citizens’ 
Committee In Warsaw, the Committee 
for the Relief of the Kingdom of Po- 
land and the General Reltef Commit 
tee for Poland in Geneva, Switzerland, 
and a mass of private correspondence, 
covering mainly the period between 
the Ist of January and the 15th 
of April. It appears from these that 
out of the eleven provinces or govern- 
ments of the kingdom of Poland, only 
one, the province of Siedice, has es- 
caped invasion. The devastated ter- 
ritory of the kingdom amounts to 
more than 40,000 square miles, in 
which 200 cities and town and $000 
villages have been partially or en- 
tirely destroyed. Five thousand vil- 

have been razed to the ground. 
EVEN THE SOIL IS RUINED. 


Railread tracks for a distance of 
1000 miles have been torn up. Even 
the plain soil has been rendered unfit 
for agricultural purposes by innum- 
erable trenches and big holes bored 
into it by the projectiles of heavy 
artillery. The agricultural 
tion of this part of Poland, repre- 
senting a value of $500,000,000 per 
annum, has been stopped in its en- 
tirety for lack of funds, seeds, farm- 
hands and battle. 

An agricultural population of 
7,000,000 people are starving. They 
hide themselves in forests or under 
the ruins of their former dwellings 
having as fcod only roots, bark, rind 
and decaying carcasses of horses 
killed on the battlefields. 

The fate of cities and indugtrial re- 
gions is no better. Some of them 
suffered depopulation, some were 
flooded by a tremendous wave ‘of 
refugees who had deserted the fight- 
ing zone.

SINKING OF ALBATROSS 
IS CONFIRMED BY BERLIN.

ERLIN, July 3 (via London.) — A 
statement issued by the German 
Admiralty tonight relative to Fri- 
day’s engagement in the Baltic Sea 
confirms the report that the German 
mine layer Albatross was forced to 
run aground on the coast of the Island 
of Gothland and states that twenty of 
her crew were killed in the fight and 
twenty-seven were wounded. ‘The Al- 
batross ran aground in a sinking con- 
dition after two hours of heavy fight- 
ing with four Russian cruisers.

Naturally, the withdrawal 
of the large operating property from 
local assessment has thrown a larger 
burden upon the small property own- 
er in the maintenance of the municl- 
pal activities. Amendment No. 1 in 
no Way permits the remedying of such 
an evil. 

“Amendment No. 1 has equalized 
the burden between the national bank 
and the State bank, and caused a bet- 
ter taxation of bank values. It has 
pointed a better way to assess values 
of property which is distributed out- 
side of one locality. 

“I do not say that under Amend- 
ment No. 1, taken as a whole, the 
conditions are any worse than they 
were under the old system. If in 
many ways Amendment No. 1 could 
have been adjusted by the Legislature 
from time to time, many of the er- 
rors of its administration could have 
been overcome, and it could have been 
far in advance of the old system and 
of the present condition. 

“The burden of my argument is to 
the effect that no system of taxation 
in detail can be placed in the Con- 
stitution, where it cannot be adjust- 
ed from time to time, without caus- 
ine the same inequalities and fhe same 
injustice as obtained under the old 
ad valorem system, and that obtain 
now. under Amendment No. 1. 

“The only argument which the op- 
ponents of Senate Constitutional 
Amendment No. 38 finally fall back 
upon is that it will force the South- 
ern Pacific Company and other cor- 
porations to go back into politics. 

“Public corporations have a better 
excuse now to get into politics than 
they wou'd under Senate Constitution- 
al Amendment No. 38, for the reasons 
set forth hereafter. 

“Senate Constitutional Amendment 
No. 38 is simply an enabling provision, 
and does not bind the Legislature or 
the people to any particular method 
of taxation. As before stated, its 
prime object is to allow freedom of 
action by the Legislature to effect 
more quickly the desire of the major- 
ity of the people of the State. 

“Amendment No. 38 makes no 
change whatever in any of the exist- 
ing laws relative to revenue and taxa- 
tion, but leaves them in full force and 
— until changed by the Legisla- 

re. 

“The proposed amendment takes out 
of the Constitution the present pro- 
visions relative to the State Board of 
Equalization, and provides for a State 
tax commission to administer revenue 
and taxation laws and to sit con- 
Stantly as a forum before which in- 
equalities and injustices may be rem- 
edied. 

“The proposed amendment does not 
interfere in any way whatever with 
the local assessors or other loca! of- 
ficers. It does not interfere in any 
way with the local levy and collection 
of taxes for local purposes. In fact, 
there is a specific provision in the 
proposed amendment prohibiting any 
interference in local matters. 

“Amendment No. 28 carries the ex- 
emptions from tax as they now exist 
in our Constitution. 

“Benate Constitutional Amendment 
No. 38 is necessary to permit a just 
and equitable system of taxation for 
all the people of California.” 


HAWSON’S OPPOSITION. 


Assemblyman Henry Hawson of 
Fresno opposed submitting amend- 
ment No. 38 to the people of 
the State for ratification and fought 
it all one afternoon. Hawson is a 
Democrat with a strong leaning to- 
wards single tax. In his closing argu- 
ment, he said in part: 

“I confess that I approach the vote 
on constitutional amendment No, 38 
with an increasing sense of its im- 
portance. When the bill first came 
to our attention, I realized that it 
Was one of the important measures 
to be considered by the Legislature. 
but it wag not until this morning, when 
I found the lobby of this House 
thronged by representatives of the 
administration actively engaged in 
working to secure its adoption that 
I fully realized the importance that 
seems to be attached to it by those 
responsible for its introduction. 

“When we voted in this House in 
January on the revenue and taxation 
measure I was the only one who 
voted against it and I availed myself 
of the opportunity afforded a mem- 
ber of this House to print in the 
Journal my reasons for that vote. 
They were, substantially, that our 
present system is 
equity or justice and substitutes for a 
definite, certain and easily ascertained 
basis one that is fluctuating and un- 
certain. 

“For the reasons then given, I 
naturally welcome a proposal for a 
thorough investigation of our present 
system and of possible new methods 
of establishing a fair and equitable 
taxation system. Therefore, Senate bill 
No. 962, providing for the appoint- 
ment of a tax commission, seemed to 
me to be in line with the needs of 
the State as a step toward the es- 
tablishment of a better system. But 
this constitutional amendment now be- 
fore us seems to me to be a prema- 
ture effort to establish a system before 
the investigating commission to be 
appointed has even been created. 

“Let me call your attention to the 
complete lack of information vouch- 
safed to the members of this House 
by the proponents of this measure. 
We are furnished with no details as 
to the failure of our present system 
nor any reason for the proposal of a 
new constitutional amendment such 
as that before us. We are told by 
the gentleman who introduced this 
measure this afternoon that other 
States have a more flexible system of 
revenue and taxation and that it is 
desirable that California should adopt 
a system which would yield more 
readily to fluctuating needs. I agree 
with that proposition, but I am a firm 
believer in a system of taxation based 
upon fixed and comparatively stable 
land values, instead of a system which 
places a burden upon every kind of 
enterprise and upon all forms of in- 
dustry. 

“T am in favor of a system 80 
flexible that it will leave to the peo- 
ple of cities and counties the right 
and the authority to adopt whatever 
system they desire, believing that by 
this method only is it possible for 
communities to place the incidence of 
taxation upon its legitimate and only 
equitable object, the values created by 
the community, based upo nthe land,

Such a system gives 
no such flexibility as is necessary and 
it seems appropriate to ask whether 
the members of this House realize that.

ing persuaded to assist in the es- 
tablishment of a centralized bureau- 
cratic authority here in Sacramento 
which shall dominate and control, by 
usurpation, all the legitimate functions 
belonging to the communities of the 
State. 

“I am further justified in this atti- 
tude when I find that a radical orgaa, 
an outspoken advocate of true pro- 
gressive principles and of sound doc- 
trines of taxation, the San Francisco 
Star, views this proposed legislation 
with suspicion and distrust. The Star 
asks some pertinent questions, whica, 
coming from such a source, may be 
deemed more worthy of answer than 
if asked by myself. The policy of 
contemptuous silence pursued toward 
the members of this House upon all 
matters involved in the policy of the 
administration is one of the most un- 
fortunate facts impressed upon a 
member of this House. But these 
questions, coming from a source 
usually in hearty accord with the ad- 
ministration, merit, almost demand 
an answer. 

“Let me quote: ‘Does anyone in the 
know anything 
the proposed constitutional 
amendment for abclishing the State 
Board of Equalization and reorganiz- 
ing the tax system of California un ler 
a tax commission? 

It is alleged that the amendment 
was prepared by Senator Thompson 
of Los Angeles, but it is improbaple 
that the Senator is the author of it. 
It is said that the measure is ap- 
proved by Gov. Johnson; but does the 
Governor know the real purpose and 
meaning of the amendment? 

The fact that the measure would 
abolish the State Board of Equall- 
zation is in its favor, but evidently that 
is not its real purpose. 

“ "The proposed amendmegt 
would remove the present constitu- 
tional restrictions on legislative action 
on taxation, and that is desirable. But 
is the measure drawn for the benefit 
of the people. or for the benefit of the 
corporations? Who drew up the 
measure, a member of the Legislature 
or a co ration attorney?“ 

Upon the answers to these ques- 
tions should largely depend ovr atti- 
tude toward this legislation. We have 
a right to know something more than 
that the passage of this bill is de- 
manded. Our duty as legislators re- 
quires that we should be in possession 
of the fullest information, and our 
rights as representatives of the people 
of California entitle us to demand that 
before a new system of i § tax- 
ation be approved by us, even 
for submission to the people, «t 
should be based upon equity and jus- 
tice and that it will not be the sub- 
stitution of a new system open to even 
greater abuse and more certainly 
doomed to failure than the one for 
which it is proposed it shall be sub- 
stituted.”’ 

SCHMITT'’S OPPOSITION. 

Milton L. Schmitt, Republican As- 
semblyman from San Francesco. 
voiced his opposition to the proposed 
amendment in the following terms: 
am strongly opposed to the adop- 
tion of A. C. A. 38: the principal reason 
for my opposition being that it places 
the power in the hands of the Legis- 
lature to define and classify the sub- 
ject of taxes and to prescribe the 
manner and method of assessing, 
levying, equalizing and collecting the 
taxes for State, county. citv and 
county, municipal and district reve- 
nues. This in substance means that 
what one Legislature might adopt as 
a taxation system, the next following 
Legislature two years thereafter 
might completely overturn, and in lieu 
thereof establish an entirely different 


system. 
“The basis of all investment of 


money is, of cou 
which that money will bring to the 
investor. Investors of money Aare 
naturally timid, and it appears to me 
that if this new method should be 
written into the law, it will serve to 
discourage the investment of capital 
either in big or little business. No 
man wants to engage in any business 
where he may be taxed out of exist- 
ence at any time, at the whim and 
caprice of a Legislature. At the pres- 
ent time it is true that our system is 
unsatisfactory to almost everybody, 
but, I am a firm believer in establish- 
ing in the Constitution, a method of 
taxation, and not conferring the right 
upon any legislative body by a ma- 
jority vote to completely or at all 
change the tax system. 

“The law prevailing today provides 
that the corporation taxes shall pa) 
for the support of the State govern- 
ment, and the Legislature is merely 
given the power to adjust the rates. 
but notwithstanding that, the constitu - 
tional provision is that two-thirds of 
the members of the Legislature must 
agree before any change can be made 
in the rates. 

“I attempted to amend the amend- 
ment so as to require a two-thirds vote 
before any tax measure could be 
adopted or thereafter amended, in or- 
der to make the tax regulation some- 
what more stable. 


“My next objection to this proposed 
change in the Constitution is that 
there is another measure pending be- 
fore this session of the Legislature, 
which provides for the appointment of 
a commission for the purpose of in- 
vestigating proposed changes in the 
Constitution with reference to taxa- 
tion, which commission is supposed to 
report to the next session of the Legis- 
lature. Now, then, if we are going to 
authorize the expenditure of $75,000 
for the purpose of making such in- 
vestigation why should we at this time 
submit to the people a constitutional! 
amendment which, if adopted, may) 
practically nullify the result of the in- 
vestigation of that commission? The 


sensible way to proceed, in my judsg- 
ment, is to have the commission make 
its investigation and report its recom- 
mendation back to the next session of 
the Legislature, and at that session, 
if it is deemed advisable and correct, 
a constitutional amendment can then 
be offered to the people. 

“It has been stated by the pro- 
ponents of the bill that it is necessary 
to raise more money for the conduct 
of the State's business and that the 
present system does not derive suffi- 
client for that purpose. The present 
rates were established in 1910. At the 
session of 1913, we were told that 
there was a deficiency of about three 
and one-half million in the state 
funds; we were then called upon to 
raise the rates of the various classi- 
fications of corporations in order to 
derive more money. This was done 
but notwithstanding, at this present 
session of the Legislature we were 
told that there was a further defi- 
ciency of about two million dollars 
and we were again called upon to raise 
the rates paid by the corporations. 
Once again this was done and now we 
are told that unless the entire sys- 
tem is changed, unless we take away 
constitutional restrictions and give to 
the Legislature the right to establish 
rates, etc., we will not have eufficient 
money to run the State. I take issue 
with this statement, because I do not 
believe it ig so. The reason for this 
erying demand its because as soon as 
more money is raised, there are more 
bureaus, more boards, and commis- 
sions created for the purpose of con- 
suming what money is left. 

“In conclusion, I wish to assign this 
proposition of giving this power into 
the hands of a majority of the lexis- 
lators as being positively vicious and 
opposed to all sense of encouraging 
development and growth of our vari- 
ous resources and industries. From 
past occurrences we all know that the 
chief executive directs the course of 
the Legislature with respect to these 
matters, and while on its face it would 
appear to give the people, through 
their chosen representatives, the right 
to define and classify property for 
taxation and to levy rates, it is merely 
an indirect method of giving into the 
hands of the chief executive the abso- 


lute power to dictate everything wita 
reference to taxation.”

Hancock 
picked up a big quill from an Ameri- 
can eagle, and plunging it in a barrel | 
of ink, affixed his signature to the doc- 
ument in a hand so bold it could be 
seen a block away. 

When King George heard about it 
he exclaimed: “Zounds! Declarations 
are made of waste paper.“ But he felt 
sore about it just the same, and sent 
a bunch of soldiers over here to shoot 
up the country. But the visiting troops 
fell down on the job, and the next film 
shows the King hiding under his throne 
while George Washington is running 
all over the place with a pitchfork try- 
ing to poke him out. “Anyway, we're a 
free country.” remarked Washington 
as he walked up Chestnut street. 

We have free speech, free lunch and 
free love. 80 for a hundred years or 
more the stalwart Americans have 
been celebrating the birthday of the 
nation. 

They burnt powder, barns, schoo!l- 
houses and asylums in indiscriminate 
enthusiasm over the anniversary, until 
it got so that officials of the insurance 
companies could get no sleep during 
the month of July.

Salixbury’s Noted Edifice ts the Most 


England and 

{Thme Pathfinder:) Salisbur's (pro- 
nounced Salusbury”) is a very an- 
client place, and like Exeter, Lincoln, 
Winchester, York and other old Eng- 
lish cathedral towns, is a a very 
charming place to visit; there is a 
quiet dignity and a restfulness and re- 
pose about them which is unique. This 
cathedral of course is Salisbury’s chief 
object of interest, and with good rea- 
son, for it is generally regarded as the 
most graceful of all the Englirh relig 


ious structures. 

Any building like this should have 
ample space around it so that it may 
be viewed in its full grandeur. Salis- 
bury cathedral is peculiarly favored in 
this reepect, for the cathedral close or 
yard is a very broad green, whereas, 
as a rule, the other great churches of 
the world, and public buildings gen- 
erally, are so crowded ein among other 
buildings that they cannot be seen to 
advantage.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE WEAK. 


CAPITAL PRICES RISING. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


EW YORK, July 3.—A more or 

less active week, which included 

unprecedented weakness in for- 
eign exchange, the United States Rub- 
ber episode and a sudden break in St. 
Paul shares, closed with an attempt 
on the life of J. P. Morgan. This lat- 
ter event caused only a brief un- 
settlement, on assurances that the dis- 
tinguished financier’s injuries were not 
of a serious nature. The rising price 
of capital continues to be the leading 
phenomenon of the markets. This 
week's sale of New York City bond 


confirmed the evidence on this point 
of last week's British loan. 

Bonds prices reflected the process 
of readjustment to the new basis of 
return. Pending the completion for 
this process, capital remains reluctant 
for fixed investments. The half-year's 
issues of new securities were the small- 
est in any similar period for some 
years. Hence the immense surplus 
reserves in banks, low money rates 
and high prices of short term notes, 
compared-with bonds. 

Foreign sales of American bonds 
have been large, induced by the in- 
creased returns of the new British 
loans. London exchange, nevertheless. 
sank to new low levels. The price 
of the New York City loan counter- 
acts the British flotation. The favor- 
able trade balance, having exceeded 
the billion-dollar mark for the fiscal 
year, continues to mount, “affording 
grounds of comment.” the British 
Prime Minister says, “I don't say for 
anxiety but for serious thought.” 

Bank of England gold in Ottawa 
approaches depletion. Fresh computa- 
tion of recognized authority discloses 
much smaller holding of American 
securities abroad than previously ac- 
cepted estimates. Nevertheless, ar- 
rangement of foreign loans here seem 
dificult. There are circumstantial 
reports of another British loan here to 
be exempt from tax by the borrower. 
It is clear, however, that American 
banks, however, prefer American 
bank notes owned abroad as collateral.

People Past Thirty Years of Ace 
Should Combat any Increase of Ad- 
pose Tissue. 

[New York Sun:] Recent Investiga- 
tions show that the longest life and 
best health is not to be found among 
those of average build at any parti- 
cular age. On the contrary, it is au- 
covered that in those at the younger 
ages who are slightly overweight and 
at the older ages among those who 
are distinctly underweight the long- 
est life and best health will be found. 


Overweight is, above thirty odd 
years, a definite disadvantage to 
health. It means staleness, lack of 
elasticity, clogged up tissues and lack 
of the power of adaptability to in- 
vading germs. It is utter nonsense to 
excuse overweight by such phrases as 
“overweight due to muscular devel- 
opment,” “no excess fat present to ex- 
plain overweight.” The very fact that 
there is too much weight prerludes 
any escape from the facts of experi- 
ence. 

A tall man may escape the penalties 
of overweight better than a short man. 
In health and worse comes oftener 
to fat or chunky short men than tall 
ones, Less excess weight is permissible 
between twenty-five years and fifty 
and increasingly less as you go up. 
There is one-third more deaths among 
men between sixty-five and eighty 
who are fifty to sixty pounds fatter 
than they should be for a given 
height. 

At the ages of thirty-four to forty- 
five years, from thirty-five to forty- 
five pounds heavier weight than a 
man should have doubles his risk of 
death. For anyone above thirty-five 
who ite thirty pounds too obese life 
insurance companies hereafter will 
consider poor risks or raize their in- 
surance rates. 

Alcohol and slight overweight «co 
hand in hand with approaching uin « 
or early death. Whenever the abdo- 
men is larger than the chest, if the 
blood pressure is higher than norma!

HUERTA PARTY 
IN COUNTY JAIL. 


With Five Companions Un- 
able to Obtain a Bond. 


Thirty Thousand Dollars is 
Security Required.

EL PASO (res.) July %3.—Gen. 
Huerta and the five persons arrested 
with him this afternoon failed to ob- 
tain bond and shortly after o'clock 
were taken to the County Jail. A 
military guard probably will be sta- 
tioned around the building. - 

Just before he left his home with 
the officers Huerta dictated a telegram 
to the Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court. The message 
follows: 

“I have the honor to inform you 
on the following affairs: That the 
representatives of the judicial depart- 
ment of the government in this city 
have, without just reason, molested 
me and my family here. I am al- 
ready under arrest and under certain 
charges, and have furnished bond with 
the local authorities. Now I have 
been rearrested. 

“I respectfully ask an order from 
your court that your representatives 
here be instructed to tell me of the 
duties I am to perform and the con- 
duct I must pursue in order that 
henceforth they may leave me and 
my family unmolested.” 

ADDS TO PROTEST. 
Huerta reiterated and added to this 
protest when he appeared before Com- 
missioner Oliver. R. E. Crawford, 
Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney, hed just asked that Huerta’s 
bond be fixed at $100,000 and $15,000 
for each of the other defendanta, 
When Huerta asked to be heard. 

“While I respect the laws of this 
country,” said the former President 
of, Mexico, “I must protest against 
the methods that have been used here 
I gave the 
bond demanded. Then I was guarded 
like a prisoner who had not given 
bond. The doors and windows of my 
house have been kept Spen in order 
that guards might watch me and 
might listen to all I had to say to 
my friends and to my family even. 
Agents appeared from time to time 
in my house in search of those they 
would arrest.” 

Huerta's eye flashed as he turned in 
the direction of the deputy United 
States Marshal and personally direct- 
ed to him an accusation of failure to 
treat with respect him and his fam- 


ly. 

“Having held high position,” con- 
tinued Huerta, “it is natural that 1 
should have encmies and these are 
the ones who are m. ing the trouble.” 

CAUSE OF REA RREST. 


Huerta’s rearrest was on a Federal 
warrant issued at San Antonio, charg- 
ing conspiracy to vielate the neutral- 
ity laws of the United States by at- 
tempting to launch a revolutionary 
movement in Mexico. 

Arrested with him were Gen. 
Ignacio Bravo and Jose Delguado. 

Although Federal authorities were 
silent as to the significance of the 


case it was understood that the 
San Antonio charges probably 
will supersede those filed here. 
It was believed that the new 


bonds would be materially increased 
and that after a speedy hearing the 
defendants would be taken to San 
Antonio, 

Commissioner Oliver fixed the bond 
of each defendant at $15,000 despite

VAST FORTUNE 
IN KELP BEDS. 


Might Pay Ninety Millions a 
Year, Says Expert. 


— 


Beginnings of Really Great 
Industry Already Made. 


Will German Octopus Seize 
Domestic Trade A gain? 


BY R. BRINSMEAD. 


The vast kelp beds off the coast 
of Southern California are capable 
ef annually producing potash worth, 
at current prices, over $90,000,000. 


This statement, made by Commercial 
Agent Thomas A. Norton of the Fed- 
eral Department of Commerce, Wash- 
ington, who has been investigating 
the possibilities of potash production 
in California, following the great 
shortage caused by the European 
War, serves to emphasize one more 
of California's marvelous latent re- 
sources. Germany, by reason of its 
potash syndicate or trust. which con- 
trols the production and export of 
p tash from that country, had built 
up a practical world monopcly in 
the industry 

“With the cessation in the custom- 
ary import of potash galts from Ger- 
many, and the danger of this inter- 
ruption being prolonged indefinitely, 
there is renewed interest in the pos- 
sibility of securing a supply of the 
much-needed compounds from do- 
mestic scurces, especially from our 
Pacific States,” saye Commercial 
Agent Norton. “The ‘potash famine’ 
is being felt almost as keeenly as 
the ‘dyestuff famine.” Potash salts 
which sold currently a year ago for 
$38 per ton are now quoted at $160 
and $175.” 

Here at our doors lies one more 
war-taught lesson, again pointing to 
the vital impertance of placing the 
home producer, by means of a fair 
and adequate protective tariff. on a 
footing where he can successfully 
com pete—and cope—with foreign 
competition such as that offered by 
the State-governed German potash 
syndicate. 

Among many others there are now 
three important items, all entering 
into the details cf daily lite, for 
which the consumer in this country 
since the opening of hostilities in Ru- 
rope has indeed had to pay the piper, 
simply and solely because profitable 
production in this country has been 
eliminated by the foreign trust-fos- 
tered products—dyestuffs, sugar and 


potash. 
COSTLY LESSONS. 

Lessons which in the learning have 
already cost the ultimate consumer— 
you and I, and man next door and 
the man around the corner—many 
millions of dollars. And the end is 
not yet in sight. We have not finished 
footing the Dill. 

Given fair and adequate protection 
from unfair competition and the Pa- 
eine States, California can produce 
a full quota of sugar and more than 
all the potash preducts required by 
the entire country; and these mi- 
lions, even hundreds of millions. of 
Aolilars would have been saved—to 
the man in the street—in additio,. 
to providing employment to thou- 
sands and annually producing untold 
wealth. 

The German potash syndicate for 
trust) rests upon the same fcundation 
as the other great German fovern- 
ment-favored export syndicates; for, 
as reported by the Federal Depart- 
ment of Commerce, “the State is an 
interested party in the kali (German 
potash) industry, and the exploitation 
of the mines and the sale of the 
products are regulated. by special 
law.” While. furthermore, “the state 
collects a tax (14 cents per quintal 
of pure potash) on all sales, and a 
pertion of this revenue is devoted 
to a propaganda in favor of the use 
of potash fertilizers.”

In this manner Germany has built 
a monopoly in the world’s potash 
trade, as she has built up a monopoly 
in the aniline dye trade, eliminating 
all competition by the mere weight 
of government aid—by the use of 
typical trust“ methods wherever and 
whenever considered necessary. 

OUR RESOURCES. 


But here in California are to be 
found practically unlimited quantities 
of undeveloped potash, although, as 
Commercial Agent Norton points out, 
attempts to develop a do: tie potash 
industry are more advanced in Cali- 
fornia than in any other section, no 
less than six companies being active- 
ly engaged in this field. 

The richest mineral de- 
posits outside of Germany are found 
in California, notably at Searles 
Lake in San Bernardino county, and 
in the Imperial Valley. From the vast 
kelp beds off the coast of Southern 
California government experts esti- 
mate an annual possible yield, in- 
cluding two cuttings per annum, of 
59,000,000 tons. This is equivalent 
to 2,300,000 tons of potassium 
chioride, which if marketed at cur- 
rent rates, would be worth about 
$90,000,000. If, however, this crop 
were dried and sold at current prices 
for both potash and nitrogen content, 
ites value would exceed $1560,000,000. 
Kelp contains some 4 per cent. of 
petassium chiomie. It in readily 
air-dried, when it contains about 15 
per cent. of pure potassium, 2 per 
cent, of nitrogen and 1% per cent. 
of phosphoric acid—the three most 
important and valuable fertilizer coa- 
stituents. Easily pulverized when 
dried. in that shape it is of equal 
value as a fertilizer with equivalent 
amounts of potash in the customarv 
form of chloride and sulphate. — 
“kelp” potash works already - 
lished at Long Beach and elsewhere 
in Los Angeles county, a great indus- 
try has been already started. All the 
potash fertilizer in the Pacific States 
is here at hand, requiring but sun- 
drying and pulverizing to be in shape 
for shipment. 

MIGHT EXPORT IT. 

. The United States imported from 
Germany during the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1914, over 1,000,000 tons 
of potash salts, worth nearly $17,- 
000,000, practically the entire re- 
quirements of the cvuntry, industrially 
and agriculturally. 80, as the De- 
partment of Commerce points out, 
successful development of the South- 
ern California kelp beds alone (their 
total area along our Pacific Coast, 
including Alaska, is over 400 square 
miles.) would “ultimately place this 
country in a position to cover not 
only the large domestic demand for 
those compounds, but to meet the 
German competition in other lands, 
more especially in supplying the 
wapts of countries on the Pacific.” 

Uniess the industry is adequately 
protécted in this country, will Ger- 
many at the end of the war permit 
the establishment of a potash indus- 
try of any importance on the Pacific 
Coast? Given a fair and legitimate 
protection a great industry can be 
established within a short radius of 
Los Angeles. But lacking such pro- 
tection, will private cupital in South- 
ern California feel prepared to enter 
into direct competition with the 
state-controlled German syndicate? 
For, the war ended, backed by 6 
wideawake and thoroughly organised 
industrial system and government, 
German industries will at once enter 
upon the most widely organized and 
stupendous trade campaign the world 
has ever seen. She is laying the 
foundation for it today. 

So far as potash—so widely used 
and vital to so many industries and of 
such great agricultural importance— 
is concerned, California has ample 
supplies merely awaiting development. 
Win Uncle Sam allow a foreign trust 
to once more monopolize the domestic 
markets, or will he see to it that «a 
domestic industry will have an oppor- 
tunity to be dullt up, to the great 
benefit of the country at large as well 
as the consumer.

LANSING A MA NOF GENTUS. 


— — 

Besides Being a Good International 

Lawyer, He is a Painter, a Drafte- 

man and a Writer of Verses. 

{Baltimore News:}) The appoint- 
ment of Robert Lansing, counselor of 
the State Department, to the position 
of Secretary of State ad interim, brings 
to the important position of premier 
of the American government a man 
who possesses many interesting quali- 
fications. Not only is he a great inter- 
national lawyer, but he is probably a 
more versatile citizen than any man 
who has preceded him in the position. 

To begin with, Mr. Lansing has had 
long experience in international affairs. 
He has represented the United States 
in more international arbitration than 
any living American. He has ap 
more frequently before international 
tribunals than any living lawyer. He is 
a writer of books, and is an editor of 
the American Journal of International 
Law, to which he has contributed 
many editorials, articles and book re- 
views. He is an indéfatigable worker. 

Outside of office hours, Mr. Lansing 
is a painter, a dfafteman of great abil- 
ity, a writer of exquisite verse, an ar- 
dent fisherman, a good golf player and 
an enthusiastic baseball fan. 

All of these things keep Mr. Lan- 
sing very busy, but it is one of the 
characteristics of the new Secretary 
that he is never too busy to smile, 
never too busy to be courteous and af- 
fable. There have been in pudlie life 
men whose smiles have made them 
famous, but it is doubtful if there ever 
has been one who had a more engag- 
ing smile than Robert Lansing. The 
new Secretary smiles with his eyes as 
well as his lips. He may smile with his 
eyes and not with his lips, but he never 
reverses the process. 

Another thing about the new Sec- 
retary which is conspicuovs in these 
strenuous times is his remarkable self- 
possession. He is always cool and un- 
ruffied, almot to the point of impertur- 
bability. 

The new Secretary isa handsome 
man. He is of good height and car- 
riage, with neat graying hair, and a 
small gray mustache, always perfectly 
trimmed. Furthermore, he is one of 
the best-dressed men in public life. 

It is one of the things about Mr. 
Lansing, however, that he never ap- 
pears “dressed up.” The sight of the 
new Secretary in full afternoon garb 
seated at his desk, working on a dip- 
lomatic document, and puffing com- 
fortably at a rich black pipe, is not un- 
common. 

Tt is a curious coincidence that when 
James G. Blaine resigned from the 
office of Secretary of State in the Cab- 
inet of President Harrison, twenty- 
three — o, he was succeeded by 
Gen. John Foster, the father-in- 
law of Mr. Lansing, who now me- 
ceeds Mr. Bryan. Mr. and Mra. Lansing 
have celebrated their silver wedding 
anniversary since coming to the State 
Department.

These latter are reddish brown in 
color. The salamanders we discovered 
are a pale salmon. Their heads are 
broader and they have eyes like black, 
shiny beads, sticking out of their 
sockets. I have preserved several in 
alcohol and will send them to the 
Smithsonian Institution for identifica- 
tion.

But if 
some happy accident brings one in 
touch with them, and they are made 
to realize that not vulgar curiosity, but 
a genuine friendly interest in them 
and in their ways inspires the other- 
wise impertinent looks and questions, 
they open like flowers in the sun. And 
if they speak your language, which 
le probably the case even if imper- 
fectly~-though there is scarcely one 
chance in 1000 that you speak theirs 
—they recount with naive pride their 
race’s attainments in American work 
and play and art, and in the same 
breath tell the beautiful customs, 
formes and traditions that have hith- 
erto governed the Chinese people.

RUSTING TO SUBMARINES. 

At present the submarine is the most 
efficient weapon in naval warfare that 
science and mechanics have been able to 
devise. If, just now, America were at war 
with any foreign nation, or combination of 
foreign nations, no doubt an overwhelming 
fleet of su would render our shores 
immune fro bombardment by dread- 
naughts or invasion through troops}ips. 

But, according to expert figures, it will 


be at least four years before the United 


States can fit out a fleet of submarines 
large enough to protect the hundreds of 
miles of seaboard on our Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts. Experience has shown that 
in naval construction the triumph of today 
may become obsolete tomorrow. As the 
new ruler of the waves the submarine has 
leaped into sudden prominence. The super- 
dreadnaught a few years ago was the 
proof of naval supremacy, and Uncle Sam 


What America needs to do is not to take 
up the latest device, that has just proved its 
efficiency, but to go that device one better. 
We have the brains here—all the inven- 
tions that have been brought to perfection 
in the present European war originated in 
the United States. To originate a little 
farther, and to develop and perfect the 


invention ourselves, keeping its principle a 


secret from foreign countries, is our best 
security for preserving the peace of this 
hemisphere. 

“Put not your faith in submarines, nor in 
any work of man,” said the Psalmist—or 
words to that effect. By which he meant, 
keep on using the brains that God has given 
you and don't be content with the latest 
thing in naval warfare or in anything else. 
Always have an unsuspected trump card to 
play. 


ERVES AND INDIGESTION, 

Charles Lummis, our California his 
torian, versed in the lore of Aztec antiqul- 
ties, has started a hornets’ nest in the In- 
ternational Congress of Authors by his at- 
tack on modern literature. Our Charles is 
always radical and eccentric, on which 
qualifications many reputations for orig! 
nality have been too easily acquired. So no 
doubt he hit the mark he aimed at when 


his letter, read before the congress, was 


denounced by its president as “audacious.” 


Nerves and indigestion are two serious 
complaints for a patient to be afflicted with 
—and these twin evils, he declares, are 
sapping the vitality of American literature. 
Our writers “drone out stuff with as much 
speed as if his Satanic Majesty were the 
chauffeur.” These are Dr. Charles's own 
words. 
“speed” are hardly compatible terms. 

It is true that the present age is not 
Itkely to produce a Pepys, an Addison, a 
Dr. Johnson or even a successor to William 
Dean Howells. Still if modern people are 
craving such leisurely literature the de- 
mand for it could be supplied: We could 
bulld sedan<hairs instead of high-power 
automobiles if the people wanted them, and 
build them as elegantly as any turned out 


im the days of Queen Anne. 


We could reproduce Elizabethan villages 
instead of running up sky-scraping cities— 
but what's the use if folks don't want to live 
in them? We could go back from type 
writers to quill pens, and make better quill 
pens than those used by Benjamin Franklin. 
But who would buy them? ‘ 

And then Mr. Lummis caps the climax by 
denouncing California as being just a little 
more crazy than the rest.” We can only 
reply in the words of Polonius, “Though 
this be madness, yet there is method in it.” 
For California’s madness, whether in litera- 
ture or anything else (except in her State 
Legislature) is keeping her in the forefront 
of world affairs.

THE LAW'S DELAYS.

F A RAILROAD train is an hour late the 

passengers fume and fret and let the 

newspapers hear of it. If a railroad 
does not deliver freight till a week after it 
is due, a little mountain of correspondence 
will accumulate. If a man has a bill against 
the city government and it is unpald he in- 
terviews his alderman and bids him “get 
busy.” On the other hand, if the admin- 
istrator of an estate neglects to turn over 
the funds which he holds as trustee the 
heirs may have to spend four or five years 
in persistent and expensive court proceed- 
ings before they can compel the man to 
take his hands off their money. Why do 
the American people put up with the cir- 
cumlocutions and the losses due to this 
shiftless system? Why does a civilized 
people allow itself to be robbed and mur- 
dered by criminals who, if convicted, will 
almost certainly stave off their sentences 


for months or years? 
The courts are as much the servants of 


the public as the Councilmen and Mayors 


and letter-carriers. In other countries they 
accept that responsibility. In Great Britain 
a single jury may dispose of ten criminal 
suits in one day, if the evidence is clear. 
In the United States one criminal, if he has 
money to procure counsel, may keep a jury 
on the stretch for ten days. | 

A few examples will illustrate the actual 
delays. In 1900 the cashier of a bank in 
Massachusetts was tried for wrecking the 
bank by stealing $146,000; he was duly con- 
victed and sentenced to nine years in the 
penitentiary. Seven years later he was 
carrying on a business, never having served 
a day in jail, because he succeeded in post- 
poning the decision by technicalities year 
after year. ; 

A Southwestern lawyer is very proud be- 
cause he defended a client who was five 
times in succession tried, convicted and 
sentenced to death for the same crime; and 
four successful appeals were brought to a 
higher court, which every time annulled 
the proceedings of the lower court. 

A brakeman injured by a railroad in 1882 
was obliged to go through seven trials oc 
cupying twenty years before the company 
would pay a verdict. 

A telegraph suit entered in 1876 was still 
not settled after thirty-six years. 

For these delays there are several rea- 
sons. Many courts are clogged with dam- 
age suits against trolley lines and ral 
roads, which oblige them to keep new cases 
waiting sometimes for several years. Many 
courts sit too few days in the year to clear 
their calendars. Moreover, the judges, who 
have practically all been practicing law- 
yers, sympathize with the desire of coun- 
sel to have ample time for preparation of 
thelr cases. 

Lawyers also expect delays which will 
make it convenient for them to hold onto 
several cases which may be assigned for 
about the same time. Many good cases are 
thrown out or sent back to a lower court 
because of technicalities. If a jury finds 
that: “We, your jury, beg leave to bring 
in a verdict of manslaughter,” the verdict 
may be set aside on the ground that the 


verdict ought to have been: “We, your 


jury, return a verdict of manslaughter.” 
The retirement of a New York police of- 
ficer, duly signed by the examining phys. 
clans as a “board of surgeons,” is squashed 
by the court and the man is allowed full 
salary from the time of retirement because 
it ought to have been signed “Board of 
Police Surgeons.” The litigants who have 
the longest purses can employ skilled coun- 
sel who can pick flaws in the proceedings; 
and they are best able to put up the neces- 
sary bonds for appeala and court costs. 
Thus courts, in an overscrupulous endeavor 
to see that no innocent man is convicted, 
and to give everybody a fair chance, de- 
prive thousands of litigants of substantial 
justice. 

Many committees of bar associations have 
studied this matter and have tried to find 
a remedy. In California the judges of the 
Supreme Court cannot draw their salaries 
unless they certify there are no undecided 
cases pending in their court. The recall 
of judges in the States where it is legal 
might sémetimes dispose of a judge who 
was uncommonly dilatory. ‘The rea] trou- 
ble, however, is that the courts are apt to 
look upon legal proceedings as a kind of 
game. Their attention is not fixed so much 
on the property or rights of the parties to 
the suit as on the rules of pleading, evi- 
dence and the verbiage of indictments. 


They consider themselves simply umpires, ° 


whose function is to apply the highly-com- 
plicated rules of the game to the learned 
counsel engaged as champions. There never 
will be any relief from the law's delay until 
the courts fix their minds upon the inter- 
ests of the litigants and let the counsel 
take care of themselves.

JUSTICE CROSSED 
JUDICIAL LINE.

MAY HAVE TO REVERSE 
HIMSELF. 


It is the opinion of Register Mitchell 
| of the local Land Office that San Fer- 

nando has a justice of the peace who 
1 exceeding his authority in the ad- 
ministration of the law. 

The name of the official is Roberts, 
and a few days ago a homestead en- 
tryman, Henry K. A. Sparkhull, was 
brought before the officer on the 
charge of setting fire to woods in the 
National Forest Reserve. Sparkhull 
was adjudged guilty and sentenced to 
thirty days in jail, but afterward the 
sentence was suspended, provided 
Sparkhull would agree not to return 
to his entry until November. It is 
claimed that the fellow is an un- 
desirable in thany ways, and the jus- 
tice thought it would be a good way 
to get rid of him. 

But Roberts made a mistake in his 
ruling, the register holds, ag there 
does not seem to be anything in the 
Constitution of the United States au- 
thorizing a justice of the peace to ad- 
minister the Federal laws. Under the 
public land statutes a homestead en- 
tryman is allowed a five months’ ab- 
sence from his land every year, but 
the law is ellent as to the authority 
of an official holding office in a town- 
ship to declare when the entryman 
shall take the five months. For 
Sparkhull to remain away from his 
land until November would be only 
to initiate a contest on the part of 
somebody, who might allege that he 
had deserted the land and would 
come very near proving it. 

Register Mitchell yesterday called 
up Roberts by telephone and in- 
formed him that he had exceeded his 
authority in making such a condition 
in the Sparkhull case, and advising 
him that, 80 far as the books went, he 
was not authorized to do as he did. 
Whether Justice Roberts will pull

MINERAL WATERS 
MORE POPULAR. 


PRODUCTS OF UNITED STATES IN 
GREATER DEMAND SINCE 
THE WAR, 


Impossibility of importing large 
quantities of mineral waters from Eu- 
rope has been giving this industry in 
the United Stetes, and particularly in 
California, a great impetus, according 
to R. B. Dole of the United States 
Geological Survey, who has recently 
completed an investigation of Cali- 
fornia springs. The total American 
production is placed at 60,610,209 gal- 


approximately $6,000,000, making the 
value a gallon a little more than 9% 
cents. 

California mineral waters, because 
of their medicinal properties, should 
be among the highest-priced, but are 
bottled and sold for considerably less 
than those imported from other coun- 
tries and even leas than many of the 
widely-advertised eastern waters. This 
State takes first rank for its sale of 
medicinal waters, which have a tota! 
value of $1,298,437 in the United 
States. New York, which operates 
more springs, comes second in the 
value of its waters. 

The trade in mineral waters with 
Germany has decreased 50 per cent., 
while that with France and England 
hag fallen off from 10 to 25 per cent. 
and is growing smaller richt along, as 
Americans come to a realization that 
Springe in thel. own country have all 
the medicinal qualities and frequently 
more than European waters. In ad- 
dition, the table waters, which are 
the heaviest sellers, are more palatable 
and fresh. 

Every possible characteristic thera- 
peutic reaction of foreign waters can 
be obtained from California waters, 
there being locations where springs 
sending forth from four to ten varie- 
thes of water are found within the 
radius of a few hundred fect. It is es- 
timated that there are 100,00 per- 
sons in Los Angeles alone who drink 
spring waters and that the annual 
consumption of bottled waters reached 
well up to a valuation of $500,000.

For six years this belief that motion 
pictures were one thing and spoken 
drama another has been one of my 
chief consolations. I have held it to 
my heart as I have cherished the 
dreams of the immortal. 

My reason for this was not so much 
any actual difference between the two 
arts, as that I wanted them to be dif- 
ferent and wanted to see this dif- 
ference preserved. 

Now, I am prepared to compromise.

When I consider the unequalness of 
such a conquest I am compelled to 
admit that most theatrical managers, 
together with their actors and myself, 
are not possessed of 
strategy and machinery of the Ger- 
man Kaiser. I see that we are not 
putting up a Teutonic struggle, and 
that in the end the motion-picture 
allies are bound to swallow much that 
we hold dear, including our business.

Children no longer have names; but are 
numbered. There is no longer money, but 
hours of labor are considered as wealth and 
checks issued to represent the number of 
hours credited. Some labor is so much 
lighter than others that it requires several 
hundred minutes of it to be reckoned as 
an “hour.” Royalty and capitalism have 
been abolished, but politicians remain and 
the descendants of the Fabians are treated 
as royalty. Physicians have become the 
absolute dictators, and Shaw himself is 
hurried away to the detention ward as a 
lunatic for denouncing his own theories. 

At a meeting, presided over by a dummy, 
mechanical chairman (the dummy is used so 
one “comrade” will not be exalted over an- 
other at the session,) Shaw vociferates: 
“All truly great men are cranks. That is 
how they achieve their objects, by shutting 
their eyes to fact and their ears to reason. 
„I thought an act of Parliament 
could repeal the history of the human race. 
I thought that if children could be stolen 
from their mothers, and herded into pris- 
ons under warders who never had a child, 
they would grow up perfect beings. ... 
I believed that virtue could be supplied by 
a generating station, like gas and electric- 
ity, by the cubic foot. I expected to change 
greed into honesty by changing coins into 
paper tickets. I hoped that what Christian- 
ity had failed to do in two thousand years 
could be done in a few hours by a bundle 
of resolutions passed by a committee of 
quarrelsome cranks like myself.“ 

“Paradise Found” is not such a work as 
one expects from the author of those re- 
markable books, “The Divine Mystery” and 
“The Ne Word,” but is worthy of him. It 
is an extravagant satire—with teeth like a 
buzzeaw. And prefatorily Mr. Upward 
briefly explains: “To some readers this 
may seem an extravagant satire, but the 
writer's experience hitherto has been that 
his prophecies are only too surely ful- 
filled.”

IMITATION AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 


THE RECORD OF NICHOLAS FREYDON. (Anon- 
ymous.) George H. Doran Company, New York. 


66 HE Record of Nicholas Freydon“ is 
— presumably the autobiography of a 
late, unidentified English man of 
letters. It is unquestionably the work of 
a man of letters; that is patent on every 
page. But we are not inclined to believe 
that the man who wrote it’is dead; and 
whatever reason the author has for con- 
cealing his identity is probably related to a 
curiosity to see how the public will treat 
an alleged posthumous work—probably is 
deliberately attempting to accomplish what 
the hero of Bennett's “Buried Alive” did by 
acciden 


t. 

The anonymous author has a charming 
style, but as his life is recorded only one 
period is of unusual fmterest. He relates 
that he was taken to Australia as a boy, 
and after his father’s death lived at an or- 
phanage. His boyhood speculations and 
friendships, especially that with Mr. Raw- 
lence, the artist, are, as we may bromidically 
say, true to life. 

But it is not until Mr. Freydon arrives 
tn England (although his employment under 
Mr. Peters, farmer, and amusing butcher of 
the King’s English, is set forth entertain- 
ingly) and enters the first period of his 
manhood that the story develops a mag- 
nitude, becomes a strong, vital chronicle. 
With the passing of the first period comes 
prosperity to him and dullness to the story. 

But his life as a hack-river (in parts 
closely resembling a presumably confes- 
sional volume written some years ago by 
one whose reputation, however, is restricted 
to blood-and-thunder tales) in the slums; 
his compassion for the persecuted Fanny, 
the victim of a gin-drinking mother; the 
marriage; Fanny's deterioration into slov- 
enliness and alcoholism; the bits of success 
that come to him—those phases of his life 
are like fragments from a big novel. 
However, the whole of the book is writ- 
ten with the grace and care belying his 
admission that he doesn’t know anything 
about syntax. And “The Record of Nicho- 
las Freydon,“ considered as a novel, is an 
excellent piece of work, but contains many 
chapters far less interesting than others.

tits It happens every day? Not at all; for all the participants, from 
presiding judge to defendant, were convicts in Sing Sing. Their court room was 
the prison chapel. The politics they were striving to keep pure was their own 
system of self government. The plaintiff, an Italian who could neither read nor 
write English, had asked the aid of a compatriot in filling out a ballot. He wished 
to vote for a certain man as the re ntative of his shop in the inmates’ Board 
of Delegates, but believed that the defendant had taken advantage of his ignorance 
to substitute the name of another candidate. A clean cut case. Just how it was 
decided is of no importance. But it spells a revolution in pri 
the senseless tyranny that Thomas Mott Osborne found in vogue when he took 
charge of Sing Sing on December 1, 1914, the idea of convicts having a vote on 
any question would have been considered moonshine. That they might be trusted 
to try their fellows, with power to acquit or inflict punishment, would have fairly 
terrified the old-fashioned keeper. In four months, they were governing themselves 
and holding the Scales of justice at least as evenly as the citizens of any free com- 
munity in the United States. . 

The warden was not present when this election case was heard. He does not 
find it desirable to make his authority felt unless an appeal to the warden as a 
higher court is taken, or unless a m so tan that the prisoners 
cannot straighten it out for themselves. The last in which he had to interfere was 
serious, but by no means discouraging. A man in the boiler shop had been badly 
pounded in a fight and laid up in hospital. An investigation was opened, but the 
court found itself baffled by a conspiracy of silence. The sixty members of 
the boiler squad declined in turn to admit that they had even seen the fight.

OME of the men were lying. The warden explained to them patiently that 
the condition of the victim proved beyond doubt that he had been engaged 
with more than one assailant.

The silent witnesses, as well as 
those who had been in the fight, were lying. Although the tribunal that was trying 
to fix the guilt was their own, they were deliberately refusing their cooperation. 
No democratic form of government could exist under such circumstances. If this 
spirit gained headway, the rule of the keeper with his rifle and club would have 
to be restored. 

The warden’s argument im the men, but did not break their silence. He 
then told them that he would transfer six of their number to Dannemora, a State 
prison where the old order still prevails in all its rigor. He could not ask them 
to select the six to be thus disciplined, but they might vote for twenty-five men 
whom they wished to remain at Sing Sing. There was very little justice in this 
arrangement; some, perhaps all, of the six would be innocent. But since the squad 
would not help him to find the offenders, he was compelled to take a leaf from the 
book of the reactionaries. 

The general consternation at this announcement was a tribute to present con- 
ditions in Sing Sing. About the last thing that the men wished to contemplate 
was the risk of being sent to Dan- 
nemora. They had gone too far 
in this particular instance to make 
the frank confession that the war- 
den had hoped for, but they saw 
clearly that in the future they 
must work shoulder to shoulder in 
support of the law and order which 
alone could justify the measure of 
liberty that had been extended to

With the , he is able to reclaim much waste human material, by 
restoring to men their self-respect and hope for the future, and by teachi them 
the lessons in citizenship which their presence in jail proves that they did not 
learn outside. 

What then is the Mutual Welfare League? 


T SING SING, it is a republic within the prison walls embracing all but a 
handful of the 1,700 inmates. Its form, its constitution and methods of oper- 
ation were decided upon by the men themselves. In Mr. Osborne's earliest con- 
ception of the movement, he thought that a board of reformers from the outside 
would have to evolve a scheme and impose it ready-made upon those whom it 
was to benefit. He realized this mistake in time. Since self-government was to 
be the most important feature of the League, it was imperative that its members 
should be free to choose how they should be governed. There need be no fear 
of giving them too much license. As Mr. Gladstone once wrote when it was sug- 
gested that home rule should be kept from the Irish until they had developed 
sufficiently to make proper use of it: It is liberty alone that fits men for liberty.” 
The prisoners are grouped according to the shops in which they work. Each 
shop elects its delegates to a central governing body, the basis of representation 
being one delegate for every forty men. The delegates in turn elect an executive 
committee. Judges are appointed by the warden, as it was thought better to place 
them beyond the reach of politics. The constitution and by-laws are not unlike 
those of other mutual welfare organizations, but that they will be lived up to is 
insured by an honor system, the working of which is something new and fine in 
the dark histo ry of penology.
